One of the largest gatherings ever as- 
sembled the streets of St. Iouis 
saw ‘the members of the French - Mis- 
sion on their automobile ride this morn- 
ing from the Missouri Athletic Asso- 
ciation clubhouse, Fourth street and 
Washington avenuo, to Washington Uni- 
versity. Stops were made at the Young 


Women's Christian Association, on Lo- 
cust street west of Fourteenth, at St. 
Louis University, Barnes Hospital and 
Soldan High School, detours being made 
from the main route on Locust street 
and Lindell boulevard to reach the latter 
three institutions. 

The formal parade, from the M., A. A. 
west, had a lively preliminary in a 
swift ride eastward over a part of the 
same route, beginning at 8:15, when the 
guests left the home of Breckinridge 
Long, Third Assistant Secretary of 
State, 5145 Lindell boulevard, to go to 
the M. A. A. for breakfast. They were 
guests at the Long residence last 
night. 

A large crowd was in front of the 
Long home, from 7 o’clock on, waiting 
the appearance of the visitors. Com- 
pany L of the First Regiment was en- 
camped in Forest Park, opposite the 
residence, and its members patrolled 
the block, while several policemen were 
also on duty. In the house four city 
detectives remained on Cuty through- 
out the night. 

Motoreycle Police Escort. 

When Marshal Joffre, M. Viviani ani? 
the other guests appeared outside the 
Long residence at 98:15, there was 
hearty cheering. There had been a plan 
for a leisurely drive to the M. A. A., 
with a mounted police escort, but as 
the party was behind schedule, this plain 
was dropped, and fast motor cycle pa- 
trolmen were the escorts. 

Leaving the M. A. A. a few minutes 
after 10, the line of automobiles drove 
past a dense crowd on either side of 
Washington avenue. At Twelfth street 
the police had great difficulty in keeping 
the crowds behind the lines. 

Marshal Joffre, in blue service coat, 
red trousers and blue cap with scarlet 
top, was the chief attraction for the 
crowd, and he heard his name shouted 
in many accents, but always with en 
thusiasm and respect. M. Viviani, in 
morning dress, and the other members 
of the party, in various civilian and 
service costumes, were the object of 
less curiosity, but all were heartily 
greeted all t way.

of welcome. A moment later, at the 
Y. W. C. A., the line halted, and Gen 
Joffre got out of his cap to hear the 
Singing of ‘‘The Marseillaise” in French 
by the Morning Choral chorus led by 
Mme. Pernet McCarthy, and to be wel- 
comed by Mrs. Guy Study. 

In her speech, delivered 
Mrs. Study said: 

“It is with joy, mixed with emotion. 
that I welcome you in St. Louis in the 
name of the Y. W. C.’A. Your presence, 
owing to the tragedy of this horrible 
war, has all the greater significance, 
and we profoundly appreciate and feel 
the honor you are giving us. You bring 
with you a little of this ‘terre Fran- 
caise’ upon which the eyes of the world 
have been turned for nearly § three 
years, and where America has learned 
to know all that humanity, that kind- 
ness, that grandeur and that force 
which is contained in the French char- 
acter, the spiritual beauty, the very 
soul] of France. 


“And the knowledge of this new 
France is due to your ‘sons,’ the so:- 
diers of France; for the French army 
has been great during the ‘roi soleil,’ it 
was greater in the days of Napoleon, 
but has never been so great as under 
Joffre.’’ 

Workers Leave Factories to Cheer. 

The crowds along Locust street were 
increased as the line drew near by hun- 
dreds of employes of factories and of- 
fices, who were dismissed by their em. 
ployers for a few minutes, and who 
ran to the sidewalk, waving flags and 
cheering. At Severteenth etreet the 
Scottish Rite Cathedral was a scene of 
decorations and of a manifestation of 
enthusiasm.

President Aloe of the Board of Alder- 
men aroused great enthusiasm when he 
expressed the hope that the Commis- 
sioners would carry back to Europe the 
sentiment that they found in the “‘so- 
called German city of St. Louis’ a peo- 
ple loyal and devoted to the cause of 
democracy. Aloe delivered the address 
of welcome in the place of Mayor Kiel. 

He said that it was fitting and prope: 
that in this city, founded by Laclede, 
a Frenchman, and named for Louis IX 
of France, the commission should re- 
ceive such an enthusiastic welcome. 

“On behalf of the municipality and of 
all the people of this city, I greet them 
and bid them welcome to the original 
French city of St. Louis,’’ Aloe declared. 

Marquis de Chambrun, when intro- 
duced, said that the commission was de- 
lighted to come to St. Louis and was 
deeply touched with the generosity ani 
warmth of its reception here. He de- 


‘elared that the visit of the French Com- 


mission to America was one of the most 
notable events of the great war. He 
spoke of the long period of intimate 
frienship between the United States and 
France, and said that the two great re- 
publics now again found themselves en- 
gaged in a war of liberty. 

“Filled with hope and confidence, we 
know that our democracies will tri- 
umph,” he asserted, ‘‘and that the 
bonds of friendship which have endured 
for 150 years will become stronger as 
the result of the present struggle.” 

There were frequent calls for a speech 
from Marshal Joffre. In presenting him, 
Spencer said that he was like the great 
silent General of the Union army dur- 
ing our Civil War, Grant, and that, like 
Grant, he was a man of action, and not 
of words. 

Ey yerybody rose and waved French and 
American flags and shouted at the tops 
of their voices when the huge form of 
the Marshal of France was seen ris- 
ing from the chair.

Viviast Arouses Enthusiasm 
Although few American students of 


French could follow Viviani, so rapid 
was hig delivery. the audience was 
moved to frequent outbursts of applause 
by the enthusiasm and force of his elo- 
quence. His speech was longer than the 
speech at the Coliseum last night. 

At the beginning he paid a tribute to 
Rt. Louis, expressing his gratitude and 
that of the commission for the enthus!- 
astic reception here. 
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great ideal in this war. When blood is 
spilled for an ideal there will flourish 
some day beautiful trees, in the shadow 
of which humanity can live in peace. 

St. Louis, he said, in an early day, 
rendered justice under the oaks. The 
Americans of St. Louis carry in their 
hearts, he said, the germs of the ideals 
of justice, and these ideals are becoming 
stronger under the fire of the outrage 
which the central empires have launched 
against humanity, but even now St, 
Louis, in common with others, was 
fighting only for justice, and not for 
vengeance. 

He referred to the former French Gen. 
Dutiln, a progenitor of the Cabanne and 
Laclede families of St. Louis, who had 
said that when an autocracy fights 
against a democracy, that unless the au- 
tocracy triumphs immediately the de- 
mocracy is certain of the victory in the 
end. 

In fact, he said, soldiers in battle need 
to see before them always the light of 
an ardent flame, which warms their 
hearts and makes them willing to sac- 
rifice their lives for a principle. Au- 
tocracy, he said, wields a power over 
the soldiers and forces them into battle 
by its own powerful devices, while in 
a democracy it is the soul of the sol- 
diers themselves which compels them 
to do their duty. It was because of this 
fact, he added, that there was such won- 
derful discipline in the French army, 
where the officers fraternized with the 
common soldiers, and where the com- 
mon soldiers willingly consent to ren- 
der supreme service to their country. 

No Fear Felt in France, 

For 30 months, he said, the French 
soldiers have fought under these con- 
ditions against an enemy which, from 
the beginning of the war, was some- 
times five times superior. In certain 
countries, but not in France, there had 
been a fear that a moment would come 
when the shock could ro longer be re- 
sisted and that civilization, the glorious 
fruit of a heavy and glorious past, 
would fall, but while in France the soil 
trembled from the terrible explosions 
of German shells, the French hearts 
had never faltered or trembled. 

The imperial eagle which hovered 
over the soil of France, he said, in the 
hope of strangling liberty with its tal- 
ons, was seized by the soldiers who con. 
quered on the Marne, and dragged in 
the mud. It succeeded in intrenching 
itself like a mole. “‘We come now to 
ask you to unite with us with. one 
heart, with one soul, for a decisive bat- 
tle,” he declared, “‘that the A nerican 
flag may fioat by the side of the 
French flag and that thus our histery 
may be marked by the triumph of de- 
mocracy over autocracy. 

M. Viviani read a post card, sent to 
Gen. Joffre, making allusions to his 
antecedents. Yer, he added, there is in 
the person of the soldier of the Marne 
the symbol and the image of democratic 
ideals. Joffre, he said, came from poor 
parents, but by work and qualities of 
heart, he entered the high schools of 
France, and rung by rung had climbed 
the ladder to the summit of glory. His 
nume, he added, would shine through al! 
hietory as one of the great leaders in 
the struggles for liberty. “And, do you 
know now,” he continued, “to what 
the Field Marsha! of France aspires?

South of Cambrai the 
sritish suffered heavy losses in a fruit- 
less attack on a front of three kilome- 
ters between Villers-Plouich and Con- 
nellieu. 

“Army of the German Crown Prince-— 
After the failure of the first French at- 
tempt to break through on the Aisne 
on April 16 the enemy prepared a fresh 
operation. Wornout divisions were re 
placed by fresh ones and further re- 
serves brought up. The artillery and 
mine throwing first increased day by 
day and finally attained, by means of 
the employment of all calibers, the 
greatest development of power record- 
ed. Attacks on May 4 and 5 north ef 
Rheims and in the Champagne were 
forerunners of a new attempt to break 
through, which began yesterday morn- 
ing between the Aillette and Craonne on 
2 ‘front of 35 kilometers (22 miles), a 
great struggle that continued late into 
the night. The gigantic thrust was en- 
tirely repulsed in hand-to-hand fight- 
ing by our infantry or repelled by coun- 
ter thrusts and our artillery fire. At 
some poirts fightins took place for pos- 
session of our foremost trenches, East 
of Royere Farm we occupy the north- 
ern slope of the Chemin-des-Dames. 
“As on May 4, the French stormed 
with special violence, regardless of ex- 
traordinary losses, against the Winter- 
burg, where our positions were com- 
pletely destroyed by guns of heavy cali- 
ber. Several hundred prisoners were 
brought in. Further attacks are ex- 
pected. This morning the enemy un- 
successfully attacked Hill 100, east of 
Ila Neuville. 

“In the Champagne, southwest of 
Nauroy, several French attacks were 
unsuccessful. The prisoners taken at 
the latter place on May 4 and 5 have

Grave and Dignified. 

Upon the Marshal's face, with its 
crown of white hair, was written :tn 
immense repose and serenity. In his 
expression as well as in all his move- 
ments and gestures, the traditional Gal- 
lic excitubffity and nervousness were 
totally absent. His was rather the 
gravity and dignity of a Spanish doa, 
and one recalled that by birth he is a 
Catalonian—a mynember of a race which 
mostly inhabits Spain, but some groups 
of which are found in Southern France. 

The figure stood as if carved in rock, 
and the face itself, except when trans- 
figured by his rare smile, was as if cit 
in granite, though, its coloring is al- 
most girlishly pink and white. Huge 
bushes of eyebrows, each as large as a 
mustache, for the most part concealed 
his eyes, but when he opened them wide 
there blazed forth two orbs of dazzling 
blue, like deep pools reflecting the rays 
of the sun. The chin was one of the 
most powerful! ever bestowed on a hu- 
man being, and was in contrast to the 
delicately cut lines of the nose. A 
sweeping mustache did not conceal the 
lips pressed together like iron. The im- 
pression was one of enormous strength 
held in reserve by an equally enormous 
patience—in his countenance and figure 
were charactered the Battie of the 
Marne, in which Gen. Joffre awaited 
imperturbaly the coming of the decisive 
moment and then struck like a thunder- 
bolt. 

At a signal from Spencer the audience 
became silent and®took its seat, as did 
the guests. Close behind Gen. Joffre 
was his aid, Lieut. de Tessan, who whis- 
pered into his ear translations of all 
that was said. , * 

Prayer by Bishop Tattle. 

The proceedings were opened with the 
reading of a prayer by the Rt. Rev. 
Daniel S. Tuttle, the venerable presiding 
Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. He invoked the blessings of 
Providence on the alliance between 
France and the United States in the 
cause against ‘“‘barbarism and self-cen- 
tered despotism,’ and prayed that “‘by 
means.of war and after war there may 
come sweet and enduring peace.’ He 
closed with the Lord’s Prayer, in which 
the entire audience joined. 

Spencer then stated facetiously that 
last night and hereafter the pronounci- 
ation of St. Louis has become ‘‘San 
Loo-ee,’’ at which loud cheers arose. 
‘This city, French in name and origin,’’ 
he said, ‘“‘typifies that bond of union 
also represented by the same colors in 
the French apd American flags—red, 
white and blue. In this crisis the same 
high purpose and determination bind the 
two republics together as allies, in fact 
as well as name.” 


Mayor Kiel, the next speaker, caused 
much laughter by stating that it would 
be difficult to translate his name into 
French, and also reminded that St. 
Louis was named after Louis xV. 


“It is a distinct pleasure,”’ satd the 
Mayor, “‘to have a part in welcoming 
these distinguished gentlemen, who have 
come to the capital of the old Frencn 
territory of Louisiana. 


“When 1 see the enthusiasm displayed 
here, it touches me to the heart. I am 
proud of the citigenship of St. T.ouis. 
it would be difficult to translate my 
name into French, but tonight 1 am, 
and in the future shall remain French 
at heart. By showing our visitors this 
reai welcome we have proved that we 
are a loyai, patriotic citizenship.”’ 
Breckinridge Long next aroused the 
audience to prolonged cheers by his dec- 
laration that “‘this is not a time for 
words, but for action.”” He said that he 
had particular pride in aiding to greet 
the commissioners in his home city, and 
that they were just as welcome today 
as allies as they could have been when 
France ruled this soil as a province. 
Then came the presentation of a stand 
of colors to the new Fifth Regiment of 
the Missouri National Guard, now be- 
ing recruited, and Gen. Joffre, by mak- 
ing the p tation, adopted the posi- 
tion of Se to this regiment. The 
colors weré made by members of tha 
Societe Francaise, and the flag was 
given to Gen. Joffre by Eugene Felix, 
representing that organization, who 
presented a petition from the officers 
that Gen, Joffre use his good offices 
to have the regiment sent among the 
first troops dispatched to France.

HE official complete translation of Vice Premier Viviani’s speech 
at the Coliseum last night, as furnished for publication by the 
French mission, is as follows:

Reminder of Home Spectacles. 

And, a few minutes ago, in that 
touching ceremony, touching as all 
those earnest and solemn ceremonies 
in which soldiers speak a plain and 
laconic language, but a language 
which comes fromthe depth of their 
hearts, when, in the name of the 
Fifth Regiment of St. Louis, one of 
your officers handed to Marshal 
Joffre the flag which he at once 
returned with a few earnest words, 
it seemed to me that | was witness- 
ing a spectacle comparable to that 
which 1 witnessed on the soil of 
France. How often have we seen our 
Generals hand over flags to our 
children? How often have we seen 
our children leave for the hell of the 
fighting line, their heads erect, their 
hearts full of a virile joy, for they 
knew that they were defending their 
fatherland. All of them, they kept 
their eves fixed on the flag, on the 
flag which is the symbo! of liberty 
and justice. 

And. just as we were able to pre- 
serve the flag from any stain, just 
as our children would rather die 
where they stood than permit that 
sacred rag to fall to the ground, just 
as we realized that it was the soul 
of the fatherland that was being 
carried forward in the folds of the 
tri-color flag, in the same way—be- 
cause all people are one in that—it 
is the soul of the American father- 
land which shines radiant through 
the stars of the American flag, and 
Mr. Mayor was right when he said 
that already it is bringing us the 
promise of final victory. Tomorrow 
that flag will be waved on the bat- 
tiefields.

He 
spoke in crisp and snappy French, rolled 
out in rhythmic periods, and constantly 
accompanied with energetic gestures of 
the hands and arms.

Such was the fervor of his delivery 
and the impression of force and im- 
passioned sincerity that he created that 
he was continually interrupted by ap- 
plause, although only a few persons un- 
derstood what he was saving. Nor was 
the audience’s curiosity satisfied by an 
interpreter, and most of the crowd went 
home without knowing in the least what 
the Vice Premier had addressed to them. 

Viviani said «that the commissioners 
were happy to find themselves in St 
louis, where they were welcomed not 
only by living men but by the shades of 
their ancestors, the Frenchmen ‘who 
founded this citv. They were happy to 
meet here, said he, the people of all 
races, merged into the very heart of the 
nation. 


President’s Name Cheered. 
He recalled,that in the Coliseum last 


year the convention was held which 
nominated Woodrow Wilson, “‘Your il- 
lustrious fellow-countryman,” for the 
presidency. The audience caught the 
one word ‘‘Wilson,’’ and there was an 
ovtburst of cries and cheers. The crowd 
also understood a reference to Breckin- 
ridge Long, to whom Viviani paid a 
graceful compliment, and heartily 
cheered the St. Louisan. 

He told in eloquent phrase how France, 
at the beginning almost alone, and later 
with her allies. opposed her breast to 
the invader during nearly three years, 
and hailing the Fifth Missouri Regiment 
as probable comrades of the French on 
the battle line, concluded with a dramat- 
ic peroration: 

“And why will you march to the fight?

When the ceremonies were at an end, 
the audience began calling for Gen. 
‘cffre. Without much pressing he rose 
erd uttered a few remarks, no interpre- 
tation of which was given. So low were 
his tones that men almost directly be- 
hind him on the stage were unable to 
understand him. 

The Marshal said he was deeply 
touched by the reception here, and that 
the party had not received a more spien- 
did one anywhere.

is correct, according to Schart’s history 
of St. Louis, the most complete and 
painstaking ever written. 

As to the naming of the city, 
Savs, on page 68, Vol. L: 

“St. Louis owes its title to 1 mingled 
sentiment of piety and patriotism. Un- 
der the illusion that the vast domain 
lying west of the Mississippi was still a 
French possesion Liguest named the 
newly founded post in honor of Louis 
XV, the reigning sovereign of France.” 

From Chouteaan’s Diary. 

A footnote on the same page has this 
Quotation from the diary of Auguste 
Chouteau, the city’s first settler: 

“Mr. Laclede. on his arrival, named 
the town St. Louis, in honor of the 
King of France."’ The footnote further 
BAYS: 

“Many persons have wondered that a 
city deriving its title from a dissolute 
monarch should be called SAINT Louis. 
The surprise springs from a misappren- 
hension. Louis XV was not canonized. 
If the place had been named directly 
after the King it would have been 
termed Louisville or WUouisbourg. Ac- 
cording to French custom, it requires 
the addition of ‘‘ville’’ or ‘bourg’’ to

St. Louis was named after the patron 
saint of Louis XV. The member of the 
Catholic church has a patron saint. The 
veneration of the saint was an ‘honor’ 
to the King. Every christening of the 
child designates its patron.

There- 
fore. as the baptismal name of the 
French monarch was Louis, his patron 
saint was St. Louis. Hence the title 
of this place combined loyalty and 
piety. It ‘honored’ the King by rever- 
ence of the saint. It blended in itself 
a recognition of royalty with the con- 
secration of religion. ‘ 
‘This explanation, so familiar to every 
intelligent Catholic, and so little known 
to Protestants, te due to the sugges- 
tion of Mr. O. W. Collet, keeper of the 
museum of the St. Louis Historical So- 
ciety.”

TRIAL RESUMED 


Judge Shields Overrules Motion 
by Defense to Discharge 
the Jury. 


F. J. CHRISTEN ON STAND 


Testifies He Heard Bersch Sug- 
gest to Brother That Their 
Factory Be Burned. 


The trial of Julius R. Bersch, Harold 
G. Gilmore and Harry C. Imel, on @ 
charge of third-degree arson in connec- 
tion with the burning of the Gilmore- 
Bonfig Decorating Co.’s store at 4455 
Olive street, July 24, 1915, was resumed 
in Judge Shields’ court today. 

It was suddenly checked three weeks 
ago when a juror revealed that an at- 
tempt had been made by a relative of 
Bersch to bribe him. 

At the opening of today’s session the 
defendants’ new attorneys, Major & Re- 
velle and Bass & Bass, made an un- 
successful motion to have the jury dis- 
charged. Former Gov. Major and for- 
mer Supreme Judge Revelle are the 
members of the first-named firm. 

Plea for Defendants. 

Defendants’ counsel pointed out that 
a juror in the presence of other jurors 
had been permitted to assert that an at- 
tempt had been made to bribe him and 
to exhibit the alleged bribe money, 
amounting to $50. The case of the de- 
fendants, they argued, had been fur- 
ther prejudiced by the public with- 
drawal of their former counsel, Thomas 
H. Fauntleroy and P. H. Cullen, and by 
a continuation of the trial to May 2 
without the consent of the defendants 
and while they were unprotected by 
counsel, . 

The motion also alleged that the jury, 
after the continuarice, had been per- 
mitted to separate without consent of 
the defendants. 

After the motion had been overruled 
by the court, Frank J. Christen of the 
Christen Bellows Works was put on 
the stand. 


Many Objections Made. 
He is a brother of Joseph C. Christen, 


who earlier in the trial told how he aid- 
ed the police in trapping alleged arson 
conspirators who he said had agreed 
to burn the bellows plant for the in- 
surance. 

Christen testified he knew Bersch and 
Herbert O. Baker, who is now a wit- 
ness for the State. He said he met them 
about Aug. 1, 1915. Much of the forenoon 
was taken up by attorneys for the de- 
fense objecting to Christen giving fur- 
ther testimony. 

After much wrangling Christen was 
permitted to proceed. He told of being 
hidden near a window of his -brother 
Joseph’s office when Bersch suggested 
that the bellows factory be burned and 
that in preparation for the fire the in- 
Surance should be increased by $30,000, 
He could hear this conversation well, he 
said, because his brother was hard of 
hearing and it was necessary for Bersch 
to talk loudly. His account of the ar- 
rangement for the burning of the plant 
was the same as that which his brother 
gave in testimony earlier in the trial.

R. L. STONE, HALF BROTHER OF

Arrested on Charge of Obtaining $138 
by Fraudulent Sale of Acroplane 
Stock.

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RUSSIAN WORKMEN 


They Accept Government’s Ex- 
planation of Recent Commu- 
nication to Allies. 


WILL SUPPORT MINISTERS 


Exception Was Taken Princi- 
pally to Phrase “War to a 
Victorious Conclusion.”’ 


By Associated Press. 
PETROGRAD, Friday, May 6.—The 


controversy between the Council of 
Workmen's and Soldiers’ delegates and 
the provisional Government, which for. 
the last 24 hours threatened conse- 
quences so serious that the fate of the 
nation and possibly of the war were 
involved, has been settled. 

Prince Tseretelli, speaking before a 


tremendous assemblage of soldiers and 
workingmen, meeting to receive the re- 
pert of their executive council, declared 
that the Government had prepared a 
new declaration of its foreign policy 
vhich was in definite language, corre- 
sponded to the proclamation of April 9, 
and embodied the views of the prole- 
tariat. 

When the speaker declared that the 
temporary Government had acquitted it- 
self of the charge brought against it by 
explaining in concise terms what it 
meant by the vague form of yesterday’s 
declaration, a great cheer arose from 
the assembly and lasted for several min- 
utes. It apparently voiced the relief 
which all present felt at the solution of 
the most serioys difficulty which has 
ccnfronted the country since the revolu- 
tion. 


Trouble Over, He Says. 
Prince Tseretellji then read the new 


declaration sent to the council by the 
Government, and explained that the 
trouble was over and that the provision- 
al Government would remain in power. 
Democracy, he announced amid contin- 
ued cheering, ha®won a great victory. 
The speaker went on to explain that the, 
principal exception which the council 
had taken to the recent note of the Gov- 
ernment was the phrase ‘war to a vic- 
terious conclusiorn.’”’ That, he asserted, 
Was an unfortunate expression, since it 
, Was identical with the formula used so 
'cften by the old regime with quite a dif- 
ferent sense. 

“Now that the question has been set- 
t'ed here,’ said Prince Tseretelli, ‘‘our 
aims—war without annexations, expro- 
priations. or contributions—also must be 
realized abroad. If a similar movement 
takes place in the foreign democracies 
this will bring peace nearer, and we 
shall struggle until our views are also 
the avowed aims of the democracies 
with whom we are allied. 
| “The situation yesterday was most 


serious for the whole country. We do 
;not yet know what the Government 
meant. Cogflict seemed unavoidable, 
' but the Government realized that it 
‘must respect our determination. By 
this acknowledgment the Government 
, has shown that it deserves the trust of 
'the democracy. ’ 

“The conflict is now settled and we 
must go oy quietly with our work. We 
must inform our comrades that the trou- 
ble is over and tell them of the new 
victory of democracy and that the Gov- 
ernment is standing firmly in its orig- 
inal position. The council appeals to 
the people to unite around it.”’ 


Misunderstanding, Says Speak 
M. Stankevitch, Socia] pemoctrat, whe 


was the next speaker, said: 

“The crisis occurred on account of a 
misunderstanding. The atmosphere per- 
vading the Marinsky Palace is quite 
different from that in the factories and 
other works, but yesterday we went ‘n 
a mass to the meeting place of the 
temporary Government to put a fresh 
current into it. The result of our la- 
bors. has been the new act of the tem- 
porary Government. 

“The vague form in which the Gov- 
ernment’s note was composed Caused us 
to lose two valugble days at a time in 
which it is necessary to work every 
hour—every minute, but these two days 
have served to show us our own lack 
of organization. The time has not yet 
come to take the management into our 
own hands, A coalition’ ministry is not 
the watchword of today but of tomor- 
row. 

“The force is ours and we can Oover- 
throw the Government when we wish. 
But the question is, have we a right to 
do this? We represent only the work- 
ing men and soldiers, not all Russia.*’ 

Other speakers at the meeting dwelt on 
the situdtion in the same temperate 
vein and the gathering soon broke up 
with complete conciliation establishe.1 
between the Govérnment and the prole- 
tariat. Anti-Government demonstrations 
were still occurring in the streets. While 
the members of fthe Executive Commit- 
tee were explaining the rapprochement 
with the Government, a great manifea- 
tation was taking place outside the verv 
doors of the building. Orators who 
were denouncing the Government were 
loudly acclaimed. ,

A Safe 7% Stock for Our 


MAY TO BE $100,000,000 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—The Govern- 
ment has decided to lend Great Britain 
$100,000,000 to meet her needs in this 
country during May. 

A second installment of $25,000,000 was 
transferred to the British embassy to- 
day, making, with the $25,000,000 loaned 
Saturday, a total of one-half of the May 
loan. 

The decision to advance Great Brit- 
ain $100,000,000 during May agrees 
with the estimates that’ this Gov- 
ernment would be called upon to 
finance the allies up to at least $400,- 
000,000 a month. Sums already 
vpiedged for the next month or so are 
at the rate of $300,000,000 a month 
and cover only the needs of Great 
Britain, France and Italy. 


Additional loans to Russia, Bel- 
gium and possibly’ to Servia will 
swell the total, it is believed, to at 
least $400,000,000 and bring the total 
advanced to the allies prior to July 
1, when the first proceeds of the 
Liberty Loan will be available, up to 
approximately $1,000,000,000.

’ Herr Kaempf, President of the German Reich- 
stag, bitterly agsaile President Wilson for at- 
tempting “to sow discord in Germany;” he scoffs 
at the idea that “we have no. quarrel with the 
German people,” but only” with their autocratic | 
Government; in his view, 
and the German people are one and inseparable, 

There is nothing novel in the differentiation of 
a people from its autocratic and archaic Govern- 
ment, even among the Germans as belligerents. 
Fresident Wilson's distinction, however, pos- 
sesses the unique quality of sincerity. It is not 
the mere sham which the Germans have hereto- 
fore made of it. 

In 1866 Prussia resolved upon the aineintini of 
her long-cherished design to wrest the leadership 
of Central Hurope from Austria, and. as an inci- 
dent to the plan, the young Prince Frederick 
Charles, afterward Frederick III, invaded Sax- 
ony. This was the proclamation he issued: | 

We are not at war with the people or coun- 
try gf Saxony, but only with its Government, 

which by its inveterate hostility has forced us , 

to take up arms, 

Only four years later, when Prussia launched 
her army of a million men at France, the faithful 
Bismarck was ready with the explanation that: 


We are not warring against the French peo- 
ple, but against the Emperor (Napoleon III). 


Yet no people of modern times suffered more 
pitiless severities at the hands of the Prussians 
than the French, until the present war. The hol- 
lowness of Bigmarck’s protestation in 1870 was 
soon revealed in the relentlessness of German 
warfare even after Napoleon was captured, and 
in the crushing peace terms imposed upon the 
French people, with whom they were “not at 
war.” 

With such lessons drawn from their own his- 
tory it is perhaps not unnatural for the German 
people to suspect the good faith of President 
Wilgon’s profession of sympathy for them; 
though, happily, they are to be disillusioned. 
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CITY BEMPLOYES WHO ENLIST. 

Stenographer J. Jutz of the city hall spent six 
months and 20 days on border service as a mem- 
ber of the national guard. A plan is being pressed 
to pay him $527, the difference between his pay 
at the city hall rate and the $21 he received from 
the Government. The claim is to be made a test 
case, it is said, to determine the general policy 
of the city toward all municipal employes who 
render military service. 

All data are in agreement that the city hall 
is greatly overmanned. Instead of permitting the 
whole personnel of the city hall force to waste a 
part of their time, why not give a fraction of the 
whole leave ‘of absence to go to the country’s de- 
fense? A considerable number unquestionably 
could be spared to go into the army. The city 
would benefit by the more rigid requirements on 
those Who remain. Besides, the city would save 
the amount of the pay received by city hall re- 
cruits from the Government.

pay ? 
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REDUCING WHEAT PRICES. 

The announcement of Sir Thomas White, Ca- 
nadian Minister of Finance, that joint plans are 
under way by the Dominion and the United States 
Governments to reduce the price of wheat is a 
matter of more than ordinary significance. On 
the surface it is a war precaution, but back of the 
expediency which dictates some such action is a 
growing sense of confidence and good will be- 
tween the English-speaking nations of this con- 
tinent. 

The announcement alone was sufficient to send 
wheat prices tumbling in the speculative market. 
Some of the chief causes of advanced grain prices 
hdve beep artificial restrictions upon import and 
export.. It has been frequently said that there 
is no tremendous wheat shortage in the British 
colonies, but begause of limited shipping facilities 
the Central Government has favored restrictions 
which would hold grain in warehouses against th 
time of need. This policy was dictated pee 
fear of having to do emergency buying in un- | 
favorable foreign markets. 

With the United States a vitally interested part 
of the war, this fear is removed. Through a prac- 
tical reciprocity arrangement both countries can 
buy and sell with each other according to their 
respective needs and supplies. Instead of being 
hoarded the grain may be put into circulation, so 
to speak, 

It is more than probable that such an arrange- 
ment, found advantageous in time of war, will also 
be found advantageous in time of peace, ‘It super- 
induces greater good will and tends té do away 
with suspicions between the great grain producing 
countries of North America.

A predicted, can be made in the 
commercial sugar crop of the 
tiawalian Islands, and other regious as 
well, because of a new process, discov- 
ered by a resident of Hawaii, which re- 
covers sugar from the so-called ‘‘final 
molasses."”"” The new method takes from 
the final molasses nearly one-half of the 
8 per cent of sugar that heretofore has 
been considered a total loss, says Pop- 
ular Mechanics. The inventor declares 
that his process will involve practically 
no additional cost in production, and 
that the cost of additional machinery 
needed is not large. In his experiments 
he has worked on the theory tnat it is 
not the glucose gums or ash, but solely 
the water in the molasses that has pre- 
vented the glucose therein from crystal- 
izing. After removing practically a}! 
the water by boiling, a centrifugal ‘of 
very high speed is used.

‘Disorder and vulgarity will not be tol- 
erated in the National League. Rowdy- 
ism.is medieval and unpopular. It never 
gets anything but trouble for the offend- 
ers. As for kicking against decisions of 
umpires, it is enough to say that the 
rules are clearly worded and that officials 
have full authority to enforce them. They 
are competent and fair. 

‘There is a great difference between 
rowdyism and aggressiveness. Persona! 
abuse and unnecessary wrangling consti- 
twte rowdyism. Hard rivairy and hard 
work constitute aggressiveness. The pub- 
lic has now grown to understand that 
useless kicking is a deliberate attempt, 
in a large number of cases; to establish 
an alibi for the player’s mistakes. I main- 
tain that fans do not care to see a beat- 
en team charge its defeat to the umpire. 
The best teams play clean ball.’ 

This is not idle jargon. The bulldozing, 
abusive stuff pulled by certain teams 
comes out strongly when the perpe- 
trators are hard pressed or in danger of 
losing.

Attorney - General Brundage’s 
Crusade Puts Damper on : 
Conduct at Roadhouses. 


There was gloom yesterday at the un- 
licensed saloons and roadhouses of St. 
Clair County over the campaign which 
has been started by Attorney-General 
Brundage to put them out of business 
and enjoin their proprietors from con- 
ducting saloons anywhere else in the 
county. The disorderly conduct and gen- 
eral lawlessness which have prevailed 
on other Sundays was toned duwg and 
the only laws openly violated were those 
against selling liquor without a license 
and keeping open on Sunday. 


The depression was particularly 
marked at the roadhouses of John 
Peters and John Kisselbach in Center- 
ville township near East St. 
against whom injunction suits have been 
brought by the Attorney-General. Dis- 
orderly women did not flaunt themselves 
as usual and there was less selling of 
intoxicants to boys and girls at the 
dance hall. 


More Suits Preposed. 

The circumspection at the other un- 
licensed resorts was due to the fact 
that the Attorney-General is pre- 
paring to file -injunction suits 
against all of them. 

At Brooklyn, where gambling houses 
have been running wide open since they 
were driven out of Madison County by 
Strueber, there was 
“nothing doing.” Gambling parapher- 
nalia had been put away and the auto- 
mobiles which have been carrying vic- 
tims from St. Louis and the surround- 
ing Illinois towns had nothing to do. 

Attorney-General Brundage has col- 
lected evidence against the gamblers 
and will proceed against them as soon as 
he has finished cleaning out the unli- 
censed saloons. 

Since the Attorney-General started his 
drive county officials have been scurry- 
ing to get in line. State’s Attorney 
Schaumleffel has wired and written his 
assurances to the Attorney-General that 
he is willing to do his duty and Sheriff 
Mellon and Chief Deputy Petri have 
been notifying unlicensed saloon keepers 
that they will have to “obey the law.”’

has written to the Attorney General, 
agsuring him that he nas no recol- 
lection of having been called upon by 
the woman who wrote to the Attor- 
ney-General that two of her daugh- 
ters had -been lured into the alleged 
disorderly house connected with the 
Peters saloon. The woman said she 
uppealed to Mollman to heip her save 
& third daughter whom the road- 
house people were trying to get. 
Moliman assures the Attorney-Gen- 
eral that his office and the East St. 
Louis Police Department are at his 
service. 

“If you have any informtaion of 
low violations in East St. Louis,” he 
writes, “be free to call on us and we 
wil! do our full duty.”

NEW YORK, May 7.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial] review, 
today says: 

“Wall street's mood of comparative 
cheerfulness today—accompanied dY 
firmer prices on the exchange and by an 
absence of evident liquidation—was a 
familiar and characteristic sequel of 
the depression of last week, caused by 
alarming reports of the serious position 
of the allies and the dangers of the 
submarine campaign. 

“Peace, through the defeat of Ger- 
many, which most people, a few days 
ago, seemed to regard as indefinitely 
postponed, was again hopefully dis- 
cussed by the financial community, 
along with rumors of a forthcoming 
statement of Germany's peace terms 
by the Chancellor to the Rechstag. The 
confused political situation in Germany 
and recollection of disappointment over 
the widely heralded peace address of a 
few months ago, in which, as a matter 
of fact, the subject of peace was scarce- 
ly mentioned, prevented discussion of 
this topic from becoming more than 
tentative. 

The Russian Outlook. 

“Russian affairs were again the ob- 
ject of anxious scrutiny, though mis- 
Bivings were for the moment somewhat 
allayed by reports of the ascendency 
of the provisional Government over the 
radical and discontented groups. Un- 
familiarity with the real situation in 
Petrograd has all along been one of the 
pEecee disturbing factors in apprais- 
ng the Russian news. Where so little 
was known financial opinion feared the 
worst. 


“The financial markets themselves 
were contradictory in their interpreta- 
tion of the outlook. Exchange again 
moved adversely to Petrograd, rubles 
being quoted at 27.70, a figure even 
lower than that reached in the midst 
of last week's depression; yet the Rur- 
sian 54% and 6% per cent bonds dealt in 
here recorded an improvement of from 
2 to 3% per cent over the prices at the 
week end. 


“In the arguments of railway officials 
before the Interstate Commerce Coni- 
mission for an advance in freight rates, 
the first detailed estimates were made 
of what it will cost the roads to do 
business under increased costs of mate- 
rial and wages this vear. Wall street 
epparently adopted the view that the 
commission could not fail to be im- 
pressed by the showing. Should the 
forecasts of expenses be borne out by 
events, there will be few to quarrel with 
the foresight of the railway officials—a 
virtue which they have frequently been 
accused of lacking. 

“The decline in net revenues in recent 
months has been striking, though the 
reports for the period ending Dec. 41, 
now being published, are of a different 
complexion. The annual statement of 
the Illinois Central, which appeared to- 
day, left little to be desired. 

The Bank Report. 

“Changes in the condition of the Feda- 
eral Reserve Banks last week were in 
large = the result of the preliminary 
financing which the Government has 
been doing, and in part, no doubt, re- 
flected preparations for the pending 
bond issue. The system's gain of $45,- 
000,000 in total cash reserves, of which 
$35,000,000 represented increase in gold 
holdings, was accompanied by increases 
of $8,000,000 in Government deposits and 
of $23,000,009 in reserves of member in- 
stitutions. 

“Not the least interesting feature of 
the report was the increase of $12,300,- 


000 in the gross amount of notes out- I 


standing; but this process has been go- 
ing on with considerable rapidity since 
February. By far the major portion of 
last week’s increase in circulation was 
secured by deposit of gold, dollar for 
dollar, against the notes. Commercial 
raper deposited as security. increased 
only some $2,000,000, Loss of $20,000,000 
gold by the New York bank, and the 
decrease in that institution's balance in 
the ‘gold settlement fund’ at Washing- 
ton, clearly indicated the drain of funds 
away from this center toward the inte- 
rior.
